After unanimously approving the minutes of the July 2, 
2001 meeting, Chairman Paul Lambalot made a brief statement 
regarding the publication of a Letter to the Editor in The 
Wanderer which brought attention to the fact that Chairman 
Lambalot is an employee of Suffolk Construction, the company 
involved with the proposed construction of The Regatta 
complex on Route 6. Chairman Lambalot wished to clear up 
any confusion or conflict of interest that serving on the board 
and being an employee of Suffolk Construction may cause. He 
apologized for any such confusion, adding that he has been a 
Selectman in town for 35 years, and an employee of Suffolk for 
11 years, and he believed that most residents knew these facts. 
Additionally, the Chairman said: "Whether or not The Regatta is 
built," he does not have any influence in the outcome. 

The board then met with Police Officer Mitch Suzan 
who was seeking permission to hold the annual free 
Mattapoisett Police Association Concert. The concert — which 
celebrates its fifth year this year — will be held at Shipyard 
Park on Friday, August 10 from 6:15 pm - 10:30 pm. The 
concert will feature local favorites Goodfellas at 7:00 pm and 
the band Mystique that plays music from the 1960s and 1970s. 
There will also possibly be a performance from the jazz band 
from Old Rochester Regional Junior High School. A rain date 
has been set for the concert on the following Friday, August 17. 

Officer Suzan added that the Mattapoisett Lions Club 
will provide hamburgers, hot dogs, quahogs, and drinks. The 
concert, which has always been successful, allows the Police 
Department to offer scholarship money to local students as well 
as proceeds to local charities such as Hearts and Hands. The 
board unanimously approved the request to hold the concert. 

Next on the agenda, the board added their signatures to 
the following:

pleted. The contractor will start applying shingles this 
week and the basement is being dried out from the recent 
excessive rainfall. To that end, Mr. Booth noted that they 
will be applying to the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) for reimbursement on any damage 
incurred from the torrential rain storms that recently hit 
the area. "There's between $16,000 and $17,000 in value 
that could be presented to FEMA for reimbursement/ 7 he 
said. 

With regards to the balance in the project's 
contingency fund, Mr. Booth noted that the recent change 
order for $39,360 submitted to the board for approval 
would actually come out of the communications account, 
since it was for the communications consoles and related 
equipment. That would leave an estimated $49,000 
balance in the contingency fund.

After unanimously approving the minutes of the 
July 9 meeting, the board heard the weekly Town 
Administrator's report from Mr. Huntoon, who first 
asked for the board's guidance regarding their overtime 
budget. With more work being given to Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere in terms of Selectmen's and 
Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) meetings, Mr. Huntoon 
fears the $3,000 overtime budget will soon be exhausted. 
He said there are several possible solutions: keep tapping 
into the overtime budget and increase it as needed; offer 
Ms. Lafreniere additional "comp" time off; or hire another 
person to handle the additional workload. 

"Up until (recently), there were always two 
people upstairs in the (Town Hall) front office," Ms. 
Lafreniere said. "Now there's only one. I've given out 730 
beach permit stickers (alone ) . . . there's more work but 
there's half as many people doing it. I don't think I'm 
getting compensated for what I'm doing." 

Chairman Cutler remained vehemently opposed 
to hiring additional Town Hall staff, but Selectman Ryan 
did agree something needed to be done. 

"There's more stuff going on at Town Hall," she 
said. "We've hired more bodies, but there's also more 
work to be done." 

Chairman Cutler suggested an analysis of the 
various Town Hall staff positions be done to determine 
where the workload needs are and how best to satisfy 
them. "I think it's time we schedule a meeting of all ... 
people actively working in Town Hall to get all these

My dog spends lots of time chewing and licking at his 
feet.

I attended the Planning Board meeting of July 2 in the 
Town of Marion, specifically for the discussion of parking for the 
planned retail development at the corner of Route 6 and Front 
street. I am commenting on the plan as a life-long resident of the 
town of Marion. Having only recently learned of this plan my 
comments are limited regarding information I have gathered in 
the last week or so (July 6). I support this general development 
of the town and feel that this plan can potentially yield positive 
opportunities for our community as a place of business, social 
gathering, and cultural enrichment. I trust that those involved 
directly with the planning of the development have taken into 
careful consideration the environmental, aesthetic, and strategic 
effects of this plan. 

I have the following issues: The proposed plan omits an 
environmentally-sound storm water drainage system. Aestheti-

cally, it replaces what is currently a sort of wild, lush greenery 
and unobtrusive dirt parking area surrounding Uncle Jon's and 
the Laundromat, with a building-oriented space that duplicates 
the "traditional" styles of the structures we know to be Christy's 
and Cumberland Farms. Additionally, it poses traffic concerns 
for people traveling in cars, on bicycles, and walking. 

Fortunately, the development planners spoke of the 
inclusion of two bike racks and various pedestrian pathways in 
the plan for development because alternative methods of 
transportation seem to be all but forgotten in this day and age. 
We are lucky that Marion continues to be a town contained 
within geographical limits that facilitate the use of alternative 
forms of transportation. Though we are still without proper bike 
paths throughout the town, one would think that town officials 
would encourage bicycling as much as possible. Never mind the 
fact that cycling provides great opportunities for recreation, 
using cars less within a community yields tremendous social, 
economic, and environmental benefits. 

Firstly, cycling lessens the pressures of traffic and 
parking. Secondly, local shopping benefits from every person 
who decides to cycle rather than to drive. Additionally, people 
who use biking as a form of transportation are less likely to live 
in a spreadout subdivision of former farm or forest lands. The

The Score. Starring Robert De Niro, Marlon Brando, and Ed- 
ward Norton. Directed by Frank Oz. Running time: 125 min- 
utes. MPAA rating: R. At Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth 
Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

Dear God, is this movie ever arriving just in time. The Score is not a great 
movie, or even a great heist movie, but coming as it does in the middle of 
what may be the most unsatisfying movie summer in years, it feels very much 
like sinking into a cool swimming pool after a long, humid drive in a car with 
no air conditioning. This film takes the apparently radical step of featuring 
characters with actual intelligence, who speak to one another with equal in- 
telligence. More magical still, this movie respects silence. At several points, 
long stretches go by without dialogue or even noise, as if the camera itself 
were mesmerized. 

It helps a great deal that The Score, a competent if nothing-special heist 
thriller on paper, showcases three generations of acting giants: Robert De Niro, 
Marlon Brando, and young turk Edward Norton. Amusingly, the hard work 
increases in inverse proportion to the age of the actor here: Norton essentially 
plays two characters, De Niro contributes the sort of hardboiled professional 
he's done before (most recently in Ronin), and Brando eases his bulk into the 
nearest chair and watches and reacts. 

Watching De Niro and Brando together, I had a random eye-opening 
thought — "My God, here's the younger and older Vito Corleone together at 
last" — but the thought vanished quickly: Actually they're Nick Wells (De 
Niro), a safecracker who owns a jazz club in Montreal, and Max (Brando), his 
old partner and friend. No question, there's a definite subtext to their scenes 
together — Max warmly appraising the solid skill of his younger counterpart 
— and when Norton enters the picture, as a sharp and vaguely contemptuous 
thief named Jack, his Gen-X impatience only adds to the dynamic, as if Norton 
were saying to his costars, "Hey, your great acting isn't the only kind of great 
acting; it didn't end with you." 

Fortunately, Norton can back this up. In order to weasel his way into 
Montreal's Customs House — wherein lies a priceless scepter Max wants Nick 
to swipe — Jack has adopted the persona of Brian, a harmless, addled janitor. 
While Brian is waxing the floors, Jack is casing the joint. When we see Jack at 




work, and Norton at work, we understand that The Score is less about its plot 
(Nick and Jack grudgingly team up to nab the scepter) than about deception, 
acting, the theater of subterfuge. The Score isn't as suave and exhilarating as 
Ronin, which had the one-two punch of director John Frankenheimer and 
scripter David Mamet. It's mainly an excuse to get these three guys in a room 
— three generations of controversialists (Stanley Kowalski, Travis Bickle, and 
Jack the narrator of Tight Club). 

Director Frank Oz, taking a sharp left turn from his usual amiable star 
comedies {In & Out, Bowfinger, etc.), steers this vehicle smoothly. He's not an 
action director, and thankfully The Score has almost none. There are no car 
chases — the closest we get is a scene where Jack drives around the Customs 
House tracking Nick's movements inside — and I think there are only maybe 
two gunshots at the very end, fired at the wall. Oz's method has always been 
to point a camera at comedic actors and simply let them be funny; here he 
turns the camera on and lets his dramatic actors crackle. A movie like this 
benefits without too much personality behind the camera; there's more than 
enough of it onscreen. 

The Score isn't without flaw. Angela Bassett shows up as Nick's girlfriend, 
who flies in every so often to be disappointed in him for not quitting his life of 
crime; she's a plot point, not a person. So much is made of Nick's jazz club — 
he agrees to go in on the heist so that he can finally pay off the club — that we 
expect more to come of it, and we feel a little cheated that we get no sense of 
Max's or Jack's musical tastes (it might' ve been fun to have Max or Jack make 
fun of Nick's tastes). The movie is bare-bones and, frankly, wouldn't be much 
to talk about without its cast. Yet it isn't a waste like The Mexican or The Nego- 
tiator, two cases of banal scripts outweighed by star power. Here it's more like 
seeing three of Nick's beloved jazz legends join together to riff on some old 
standards; you're not there for the songs, you're there for the riffing.
